MEETING 


A meeting of the Executive Committee of The Corcoran 
Gallery of Art was held on the llth of March at 10:30 A.M. at 
The Biggs National Bank. The meeting was called to order by 
Ur. Hamilton. Messrs. Fleming., Thom, Miiiiams and Roberts 
were present. 

Your Committee authorized the acquisition of three 
of the prize-winning paintings in the 2i|.tn Biennial Exhibition 
as follows: 

John Hultberg's Yellow Sky for -'>800 from the 
Martha Jackson Gallery, the . A. Clark Fund 

Larry Rivers' Self /inure for "500 from the 
Tibor de Na;gy Gallery, the ... A. Clark Fund 

Henry Miese's The Uindow , without cost 

The following resolution was unanimously adopted: 

RESOLVED: That the purchase of a pair of seascapes 
by Robert Salmon entitled Boston Harbor and Seaport offered by 
Victor Spark be and the same is hereby approved. 

RESOLVED FURTHER That to make up the .'2,500 needed to 
acquire these paintings the Gallery relinquish its title to its 
painting, -ve ; ria , by Boratio ..alker to Victor Spark, and apply 
the sum of .1,000, already given by Mr. Nilson for this purpose, 
as well as accepting an additional gift of $200 from Mr. nilson 
to make up the balance needed. 

The offer of the unrestricted gift of an engraving. 

The Locust , by ..alter R. Rogalski made by Mr. and firs. Theodore 
Spector, was accepted. 

Hr. Hamilton reported that the parking lot was still 
under investigation. 

The Director reported that Mrs. Moorman wished to re¬ 
sign as ..embership Secretary about June, but that he was working 
on an arrangement whereby she would continue to perform certain 
special duties for a small fee.

The offer of the unrestricted gift of three Chinese pottery 
figurines; namely, two dromedaries and one horse and rider, offered 
by firs. Eliot Wadsworth, was accepted. 


Consideration x*as then given to the destruction o f three 
plaster casts. Your Committee authorized the destruction of Augustus 
Saint Gaudens The Puritan . The destruction of Daniel Chester French's 
Death and the Sculptor and A. Pirelli's "riumph of . acchus which is a 
loan, was referred to the Committee on Works of Art with power to act. 


Your Committee then considered various proposals submitted 
by the Aomen's Committee. It authorized them to hold an entertainment 
in connection with the DALI Exhibition and to sell tickets to the event. 


The establishment of a rental service of paintings and prints 
by artists of the area which are not owned by the Gallery was unfavor¬ 
ably considered. 

The establishment of a rental service of paintings and prints 
owned by The Corcoran Gallery of Art was referred to the Committee on 
forks of Art for furtner study. 

The suggestion that there be an annual tour of private and 
embassy collections to be organized and conducted by the Aomen's Com¬ 
mittee, was approved. 

The suggestion of sched ling lectures by such authorities 
as Van fyke .rooks, Robert Aichman, Kurt Seligman was favorably con¬ 
sidered and the Director was authorized to incorporate such talks as 
could be fitted into the budget and the overall program whenever he 
could so arrange. 
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The suggestion of using the Member’s Room for the dis¬ 
play of exhibitions to be organized by the omen's Committee was 
not favorably considered. 

Because of the only moderate success of the series of 
embassy sponsored art film gala evenings as compared with the unques¬ 
tioned success of the art films held this season, the su gestion that 
we reinstitute the embassy evenings, was not favorably considered. 

’■“■'he suggestion of publishing a general guide to the collec¬ 
tions was favorably considered and the Director was authorized to 
start preparation for such a publication in the hope that when it is 
prepared, funds could be found to have it printed. 

The Director's annotated budget for the year 1933 prepared 
in response to the request of the ..omen's Committee was tabled. The 
Director was requested to refer the Chairman of the '..omen's Committee 
to Mr. Hamilton and Mr. "horn to obtain the information esired. 

The matter of the Gallery's charging commission on the sale 
of contemporary works of art was unfavorably considered. 

The following suggestions of special exhibitions submitted 
by the Women's Committee were discussed:

Kurt Seligman 
John Rude 

American needlework 

Industrial design 

Sicilian Folk Art (disapproved) 

While none were authorized because of oudget limitations, .. ack of 
space and manpower so far as the 1933-36 season was concerned, the 
Director was authorized to study the suggestions to see if he could 
fit at least some of them in over the next few years. 

Consideration was then given to the holding of an annual 
exhibition in the Gallery proper of the work of the local members of 
the Corcoran Alumni ss ciation. This suggestion was not favorably 
considered. The Alumni Association was asked to consider if they 
wished to assume the responsibility for organizing an Alumni Show on 
a national basis in cooperation and with the advice of the Faculty of 
the School. If this could be done without expense to the Gallery, one 
of the Gallery's special exhibition galleries could be allocated for 
t as mrpose in the 1936-37 season. 

Since public attendance on New Year's Jay is small, it was 
decided todLose the Gallery to the public on New Year's Day. 



The request for the loan of William Merritt Chase's 
Still Life with Fish by the University of Minnesota Gallery was 
approved. 


The request for the loan o f Alexander Brook's lay Wife 
by the Dayton Art Institute was approved. 

The proposal for a program of Public Relations pre¬ 
sented by Joseph D. Gould was not favorably considered. 

The price of the large Lincoln color reproductions was 
set at ^2.00 each. A trade discount of 1;0,1 on orders of 10 or 
more copies was authorized. Mrs. Knox was authorized to investi¬ 
gate the possibility o placing reproductions on sale at Ford's 
Theatre and at the Lincoln Shrine in Springfield, Illinois. 

The offer of Victor Spark of ;2,2|?0 net for Mary Cassatt's 
Little Girl embroidering , was accepted. 

The sum of .1,000 was authorized to be expended on re¬ 
pairs to the roof subject, however, to the approval of the Chairman 
of the Committee on the Building. 

Since spring registrations show an appreciable gain, no 
reductions were made in the number of classes to e conducted by 
the Art School or the fall semester o 19pp. 










Report of the Women's Committee 


Corcoran Gallery 


April 21st, 1955 


During the past season two meetings of the Women's Committee were held - the 
regular fall meeting on October 22nd, 1954 and a special meeting on January 19th, 
1955. Minutes of both were sent to the Board of Trustees, as was the report of 
the Chairman for January 28th, 1955. 


On March 16th, 1955, the Chairman of the Committee received a letter from 
Mr. Williams, Director, reporting the action of the Executive Committee meeting 
on March 11th. 



The suggestion in this letter, concerning the Dali Jewels Exhibition, has been 
studied by the Arts, Hospitality and Program Committees. They are in favor of a 
Speiial Benefit Preview (coffee, punch and sandwiches), without the Arts Club par¬ 
ticipation. Tickets could be sold and the Committee asked to have dinner parties 
and bring guests. Good publicity is essential for its success and the ladies re¬ 
commend paid Public Relatio ns. This benefit will be discussed and acted upon at 
tfie"May meeting* - oF"the~Women's Committee. 


At the request of the Director, Mrs. Jones, Hospitality Chairman, is arranging 
an Open House at the Gallery, for the American Association of Museums Convention 
on June 1st. 


The Arts and Programs Committees are still considering a tour of private and 
embassy collections for the benefit of the Gallery but not for the coming season. 

The Committee is happy to hear that a General Guide to the Museum Collections 
is in preparation and hopes it will be ready for use in the fall. 

The Chairman and the Arts and Program Committees still believe that the 
Gallery should do more to familiarize Washington with the work of local artists. 

The Gallery has presented local artists in the foyer in former years so it would 
not be establishing a precedent to revive this custom. The Area Show is inadequate, 
as too few are represented and the reaction of the public this year was not fav¬ 
ourable. 


are most interested in the Gallery finding space for monthly shows by 
local artists, possibly in the former Members' Room or the Print Room adjoining. 

V Ajjr The size of the room would necessarily limit the works shown which should not over¬ 
tax the Gallery Staff. 


The Committee and the Gallery could have a jury of three to pass on artists 
to be presented. Interested purchasers at these exhibits could take a work on 
approval for two or three days by making a deposit to cover the insurance. Other 
museums have found that this procedure stimulates sales. This proposal concerning 
local artists is still of the greatest interest to the Chairman and the Committees- 
it could be tried and discarded if it did not prove successful. 


The Committees would like permission to suggest exhibits of 1 or 2 artists 
per year, not necessarily local, of their own selection, to be shown in whatever 
room is available for the Washington Exhibits. 


As a courtesy to artist members of the Corcoran Gallery, we would like to see 
the Members' Room made available to them for small exhibits of their work. 


The Arts and Program Committees are not interested in a rental service of 
paintings owned by the Gallery, but would consider, in the future, a rental 
service of works by Washington artists. 
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We congratulate the Director on the program of lectures for 1955-56, but could 
not obtain funds for additional lectures. 

These Committees feel that the Norman Rockwell Kxhibit, scheduled for the summer, 
is not compatible with the Gallery standards of exhibitions and are in agreement, 
unamimously, that the Gallery should present exhibits of the highest artistic quality. 

The Chairman and the Committees are disappointed that the Junior League Project 
for a Children's Art Center xvas rejected for the time being by the Community Arts and 
Project Committees of the League. Undoubtedly, during their discussions, the League 
felt a lack of encouragement for launching the project at present. 

' We hope the Gallery and the Staff will give wholehearted support and cooperation 
to the Junior League to continue the Saturday morning programs for children, now in 
the fifth year. The growth in attendance and resultant publicity for the Gallery 
must merit the help and enthusiasm of all concerned. Again, we stress , that some 
fitting recognition of the outstanding work of the Junior League members on these 
programs, should be shown by the Eoard of Trustees and the Director. 

Action will be taken at the May meeting of the Committee, on ideas for improving 
the Museum Shop and staffing it with volunteers from our Committee and the Junior 
League. The Gallery entrance should be more attractive and improving the shop should 
result in additional revenue. 

The Arts and Program Committees are interested in more publicity for the Corcoran 
School of Art. Possibly a School Opening in the Atrium, inviting parents and members, 
and featuring student's work, would be valuable. 

The Women's Committee wishes to thank Mr. and Mrs. Williams for their delightful 
tea on Friday, March 11th, at the opening of the Members’ Room. Again, we are most 
grateful to Mrs. Gibson, House Chairman, for the planning and work of redecorating. 

The Direetor and Board of Trustees are to be congratulated for making available, 
funds for the completion of this attractive addition to the Gallery. We thank Mrs. 
Boulton, Mrs. Patterson, Mrs. Thom, Mrs. Acheson and Miss Noyes for their donations 
of furniture and equipment for the Members' and Benefactors' Rooms and the kitchen. 

The Committee is most anxious to see the Benefactors' Room and the new Members' 
Office, now in a shabby state, put in order in time for the Amarcian Association of 
Museums Convention. 

We thank Mrs. Boulton, for so generously providing and making all the arrange¬ 
ments for the tea, on March 29th, in honour of Mrs. Knox, after her lecture on the 
Healy portrait of Lincoln. It was a most gracious tribute to Mrs. Knox, who has 
worked so arduously to bring the portrait to light again, and whose lecture was so 
well presented to a very large audience in the auditorium. 

We know that the Gallery is as grateful as we are for the publicity from the 
article in Time magazine and the televised interview with Mrs. Knox, in her home, 
Wednesday, April 20th. Our heartiest thanks to Mrs. Knox, for the time, effort 
and love that she has put into this work. 

In order to clarify the Women's Committee suggestions and coordinate their 
efforts more successfully with the Museum Staff, we are happy to accept the in¬ 
vitation of the President of the Boar4, Mr* Hamilton, to meet him and the Executive 
Committee to present our program. 
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At the May meeting of the Committee, the following will be presented for 
membership on the Women's Committee - Mrs. Heath C. Moorman, Mrs. Alfred M. Osgood, 
Mrs. Robert Nelson, Mrs. C. Julian Bartlett. 

- The Nominating Committee will present a slate of officers for the coming year, 
to be voted upon by the Women's Committee - 

- Reports from the Chairmen of the Committees will be heard and copies sent to 
the Director and the Board of Trustees. 

- Mrs. Moorman hopes to announce a sponsor for a benefit concert, if the Committee 
will help in every way possible. Proceeds would be used for a project to be chosen in 
the future. 

Again, I thank Mr. Hamilton, Mr. Williams, Mr. Dorra, Mr. Vigtel, the Board of 
Trustees and all the Gallery Staff, and the members of the Women's Committee for 
their help, particularly Mrs. Moorman, who has been available always and of the 
greatest assistance; Mrs. Patterson, Vice Chairman; Mrs. Gibson, for the successful 
completion of the Members' Room; Mrs. Boulton and Mrs Amram, Program Chairmen; 

Mrs. Acheson, Arts Chairman, for all the work with the Junior League on the Chil¬ 
dren's Art Center; Mrs. Jones, Hospitality Chairman, for doing so much in addition 
to arranging so many delightful entertainments; Mirs. Slidell, for her guided tours 
throughout the year for schools, clubs, etc. 

It has been a great pleasure to serve the Committee and the Gallery, and it is 
my belief, that with close cooperation at all times between the two, the Women's 
Committee will become a vital and useful part of the Corcoran Gallery.

Gentlemen: 


In ny report to the Board of Trustees on January 31, 1955, I submitted a 
report on security transactions from October 25 through December 31, 1951*. In the 
period January 1 through April 11, 1955, we purchased real estate notes in the amount 
of $58,931*75 and common stocks in the amount of $l*,850.00. This purchase included 
10 shares of the common stock of International Business Machines Corporation, which 
were donated by Mrs. Katherine McCook Knox for the purpose of defraying the cost of 
reproducing the Lincoln portrait. It was necessary to sell this stock in order to 
provide funds for the preparation of the plates and the reproducing. It was deemed 
advisable to hold this stock as an investment for the Endowment Fund. 

We also had 250 shares of Union Oil Company of California $3*75 preferred 
stock called for redemption at 102.50, giving us a profit of $625.00 on this block of 
stock. A detailed statement of these transactions is attached.

Riggs National Bank conducted a review of the securities of the Gallery held by them in 
safekeeping and under their investment supervision. For the interest of the members of 
the Board, thereare attached statements of assets and values of each account as of March 28, 

1955. 


It is gratifying to note that we have a comfortable appreciation in market 
value over book value in the common stocks held by us in the various accounts, as shown 
by the following tabulation:

The preferred stocks in the Endowment Fund are carried at a book value of 
$21*7,023, and as of March 28, had a market value of $227,050* Against this depreciation 
in market value, we have over the years accumulated a reserve of $25,201. 


Following their review, the Investment Committee of The Riggs National Bank 
recommended the sale from the Endowment Fund of 100 shares of Ohio Power Company $1*.50 
preferred, and with the proceeds of this sale, added to the cash on hand, the purchase 
of 200 shares of Kennecott Copper and 350 shares of Southern California Edison. On a 
pro forma basis, on completion of this program, common stocks in the Endowment Fund 
will amount to 1*6*3$, with common stocks at 33*9$. 


In the Anna E. Clark Fund, the Investment Committee recommended the sale 
of 1*5 shares of Northern Illinois Gas Company, common stock, and the purchase to round 
out our holding of 6 shares Cincinnati Gas and Electric and 10 shares of Phillips 
Petroleum. These recommendations were approved by all the members of the Finance 
Committee, and they have been executed. 


I think it would interest the members of the Board to know that on the 
basis of indicated dividend, the common stocks held by us yield a little more than 
% to the Gallery on their cost basis. 

The excess funds awaiting investment in the Art School Fund represent 
payment of a real estate note on March 31, and efforts are being made at this time to 
secure additional real estate notes for reinvestment. Our real estate note portfolio 
is in excellent condition and, as of the end of March, there was only one note in arrears 
for as much as sixty days as to principal and interest, namely, the monthly payment note 
of Prances Bums in the Endowment Fund, originally in the amount of $6,500, now reduced 
to $1*,882*99 - past due three monthly payments in the amount of $52.00 each. This note 
was purchased through the office of Wm. J. Elather, Jr. and that office is following the 
situation closely.

Dear Mrs. Karriak: 


At the meeting of your Committee of October 
22nd, 195^» a motion was carried that the Director of the 
Gallery be asked to clarify what were the duties and peroga- 
tives of the ^'omen’s Committee and what the Board would 
desire as to hospitality for the season. A motion was also 
carried requesting that a representative of the Women’s 
Committee serve with the Board of Trustees and attend meet¬ 
ings of the Trustees and of the Executive Committee. 


Before answering the questions I wish to 
take this opportunity to express to you and through you to 
your Committee the thanks of the Board of Trustees of the 
Gallery for the many different things and events that your 
Committee and the members thereof have done to benefit and 
aid the Gallery. 

As to the duties and perogatives of the 
Committee, I feel that the Committee is an autonomous or¬ 
ganization. The conduct of its affairs, the election of 
its members, and the direction and control over its actions 
lies in the Committee’s own hands, including the right to 
amend its by-laws, keeping in mind always the reasons and 
purposes of its creation, namely, to cooperate with and 
assist the Board of Trustees and the Director of the Gallery 
in advancing its growth in every manner suitable to the 
dignity of the Gallery and in extending the Gallery’s use¬ 
fulness. Accordingly, the Committee, with the approval of 
the Director, may undertake any project which lies within 
the purpose of its organization. Other projects, or those 
concerning which there may be some uncertainty, should be 
submitted to the Board by your Committee or by the Director 
for Board consideration. 
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In this connection, and in answer to the 
second question above, I, as President of the Board, will 
upon the recommendation of the Chairman of your Committee, 
call a special meeting of the Board or of the Executive 
Corranittee to meet with you and such members of the Com¬ 
mittee as you may designate for the Durpose of maintain¬ 
ing o closer liaison end exchange of information between 
your ■’emmittee and the Board, or for the purpose of present¬ 
ing specific projects to your Committee, 


Your by-laws do not prohibit fund-raising 
activities on the part of your Committee, and the Board 
would, I am sure, be pleased to consider any activities 
of this nature for the purpose of purchasing works of art 
or other Gallery needs. 


The Board is especially appreciative of 
the help that you and your Committee have given the Director 
in matters of hospitality, and hopes that this work of the 
Committee will be continued. I feel that entertainment 
should not be provided in the C-allery unless the Committee 
as a whole is interested in such entertainment as a project 
under its own sponsorship.

Gentlemen: 


The Committee on the Building and Grounds begs to 
submit the following quarterly report covering the period 
January 1 through March 31, 1955: 

The first part of January was devoted chiefly to 
the installation of the 9th Annual Area Exhibition . Three of 
the large display cases built for the sword exhibition were 
adapted to showing stained glass, silver and textiles; the 
ceramic tables and sculpture pedestals were repainted. 

Entries for the 2lith Biennial Exhibition were received 
and put in order for jurying. At this time, gallery 58 was re¬ 
hung with paintings from the collection and galleries 65, 66, 67, 

68 and 69 were dismantled in preparation for the Biennial. Six¬ 
teen frames for reproductions were made. All electrical equip¬ 
ment in the carpenter's shop was grounded and the machine tools 
supplied with safety devices as instructed by the District In¬ 
spector of Safety. Two broken glass panes in the School skylights 
were replaced by outside contract. 

During February, the rejected Biennial entries were re¬ 
crated and shipped. The Area exhibition was dismantled and the 
atrium rehung with 19th Century portraits from the collection. A 
handrail was installed on both sides of the ramp leading to the 
E Street service entrance, and minor maintenance work, such as the 
repair of a window in the School and of the service entrance door, 
was completed. 

In March the hanging of the 2lith Biennial Exhibition was 
completed and the five galleries put in shape for the opening: 
the floors were waxed, the skylights vacuum cleaned, etc. The 
second floor of the atrium was rehung with American drawings and 
the green corridor on the first floor with prints by Hassam and 
Haden. The American prints were moved to gallery h3 (previously 
the Members' Room) and gallery 39 was refurbished as the new 
Members' Room. Simultaneously the exhibition, 50 Years of Danish 
Silver , was installed in gallery 1|2 and the South end of the 
atrium by outside labor provided by the Smithsonian Institution. 
12,000 watts were added to the capacity of the existing electric 
circuit to take care of the extensive lighting system of this exhi¬ 
bition. 








During the second half of March, Paintings by- 


Marjorie Phillips were installed in gallery 30, where the 
electrical capacity was increased by 3,000 watts to supply 
the current needed for the individual picture lights used. 
The cost of this improvement was donated by Duncan Phillips. 


During this period general maintenance work was 


continued: light switches and bulbs were replaced wherever 
necessary, a cover was built for the clay bin in the School and 
a number of easels and lockers were repaired. Twenty color prints 
were framed for the sales desk. The locker room in the basement 
was partitioned and the sign and lettering shop moved there from 
its previous location in the rear basement stair hall. New cur¬ 
tains were purchased and installed in the French Salon and Vene¬ 
tian blinds put in galleries UU and US- 


The leakages in the roof caused by glass panes slid¬ 


ing out of their casings have increased. In addition to the 
floors being damaged, the overhanging glass panes present a 
serious hazard to persons and material on the grounds outside 
the building. Estimates of the repair costs have been submitted 
by two roofing firms. The Executive Committee has appropriated 
an initial sum of Si,000 for this purpose. 

Plans for the prospective parking lot at the north end 
of the building are still being considered.

5. Class fibre drapes were installed in the French 
Salon in January, and Venetian blinds in the ad¬ 
joining galleries 44 and 45, to provide protection 
from strong sunlight on the south side of the build¬ 
ing. 

6. Two showcases originally built for Tne Sword in 
America exhibition were converted to provide facil¬ 
ities for displaying Delft pottery in gallery 76. 

The pottery will be installed during April.
